The 
opening ceremony takes place at2 p.m., and we 
believe the district residents have made suitable 
provision for the (to them) important occasion. 

At a special meeting of the Vincent 
County Council on Wednesday last, it was 
resolved to hold a conference with thb Maniototo 
on — ^(1.) The delay in the construction of the 
Otago Central railway — (2. ) The' policy of the 
Government in opening up lands on the gold- 
fields, under the deferred payment system, in- 
stead of adopting the agricultural Iea.se system — 
where most suitable te the requirements of the 
district. 

At last week's County Council meeting, 
in reply to a question put by Councillor Jolly, 
'Why interest on fixed deposit was omitted from 
receipts ? the Chairman said it vyas because of the 
alteration in the banking arrangements, by 
which now the overdraft .allowed was reduced 
by LljOOO, and the interest on deposit decreased. 
Under the present arrangement he said it was 
better to keep their balance in current account 
rather than place it on deposit. By the steps 
taken to change bankers the terms had been so 
altered that the Council would lose L300 a.-year 
on current account, leave alone the loss on fixed 
deposit, 

A dray accident occurred on Sunday 
to a man named M'Kenzie, employed on the 
Morven Bills station, by wbich one of his tbighs 
was broken. M'Kenzie was returning to the 
station from Cromwell, and on reachim; Gravelly 
Gully — a very bad piece of road — ^the horses 
showed au inclination to get the better of the 
driver, who therefore jumped off the dray to 
get to the leader’s head. Unfortunately hi3 foot 
caught in the reins, and M 'Kenzie fell before 
the wheel, which passed over leg, with the 
result stated. The injured man was brought 
in to the Cromwell hospital, where he is now 
progressing satisfactorily under the care of Dr 
Staopoole. 

The Education Board met on Thursday 
last, when Mr T. Fergus took his seat for the 
first time. Mr Green was elected ch*airman in 
place of Mr Fulton, whose other duties prevented 
him from continuing the office.

It was last year I think when the County 
Engineer was temporarily off duty that Or 
Pyke amused himself by spending the County 
money on approaches to Clyde Pnnt, turning 
the river at Bendigo Bridge, and making a mess 
of things generally, and now, it appears, he has 
turned Treasurer, Will the Councillors never 
assert themselves, and confine this versatile 
Chairman of ours (whose ambition grasps at 
everything from the command of “ H. M. S, 
Pinafore ” to the engineering of a culvert over 
the Ijauder Creek) to his owu proper duties in 
the County ? 

And I say, Mr Editor, will yourself or some 
other competent person not unrlort 'ke to lift 
the curtain and let in a littlo daylight on the 
doings of our most respected Council f It would 
greatly edify every

MINING INTELLIGENCE. 

» ■ 

From all we can learn from the various 
mining centres of this district, the general 
prpspects of the mining industry are very 
healthy. Sluicors and reefers alike are 
pushing on to make the most of the open 
season, and realise on the work of the past few 
months. At Nevis this is specially the case, as 
the advent of the winter in that region gives 
littlo premoniiory warping, and the ice king 
speedily locks np both water and tail-races. 

From Bendigo, the Cromwell Co. last 
week lodged to its credit the usual monthly 
cake, weighing IGSnzs from 163 tons of stone. 
It is possible that during the winter months 
crushing will not be so much looked to in 
this mine as opening ont fresh fields for 
spring operations at the battery, pn account 
of the large outlay necessary for supply of 
coal, which has to be carted from Bannock- 
burn, a distance of close on 20 miles. It is 
highly satisfactory to note that the croukings 
indulged in in certain quarters with respect 
to the Bendigo mine have not been, nor are 
likely to be, verified. — We have heard that a 
party of t.'hiuese have discovered a very 
likely reef in the vicinity of Rise and Shine 
Gully, Bendigo, but details have not reached 
us. Other parties arc on the look-out in the 
same locality, so that it is not unlikely we 
may soon be in a position to announce some 
substantial results. It can scarcely be that 
the Cromwell Co. has a monopoly of pay- 
able reefs at Bendigo. 

Within the last two days three cakes of 
gold, the produce of crush ings from t!ie reefs 
on the Carrick, have been brought down to 
Cromwell. The first was Mr W. Radfnrrl’.s, 
from his claim at the head of Adam's Gully, 
and crushed at his battery (late . Young 
Australian.) The amount of stone crushed 
was about lOO tons, which gave’a return of 
120ozs. As Mr Kadtord got all the stone 
■himself within the last few months, besides 
doing a large amount of dead work, he seems 
to have a property which, when opened 
ont and worked systematically, should prove 
highly remunerative. 

Williams and party (Last Cliance claim) 
have also completed a crushing of 180 tons, 
which yielded over 140ozs, or an average of 
I5jdwts per ton. As the stone is easily 
obtained, and the cost of carting to the mill 
sraail, this should pay very well. Since 
purchasing the battery the party has ex- 
pended a large sum in putting it into 
thorough working order, and effecting several 
improvements. This crushing was from near 
the surface, where the reef does not contain 
an much base metals as at a greater depth. 
They intend now to take out a crushing from 
the lower level, and send a quantity of the 
tailings to the School of Mines, Ballarat, to 
be treated by Denny and Roberts’ lately- 
invented machine (noticed in this paper a 
few weeks ago.) As the inventors profess to 
be able, hy this process, to save 90 per cent, 
of the gold, their machines should he in- 
valuable in oases similar to that of Williams 
and Edwards. 

liintonl and Latimerhave also liad a crush- 
ing of about 50 tons from the reef lately 
found hy them in the old Heart of Oak claim. 
This also gave a return of IS jdwts per ton. 
The piirty is now pushing on to get another 
crushing if possible before winter. Owing to 
the Star mill being stopped, the stone had to 
be carted to Quartzville, making a difference 
of 7s per ton in tlie cost of carriage to the 
mill. 

The Star of the East Co. has not yet re- 
sumed work, and speaking of Denny and 
Roberts’ invention, it should offer a good 
opportunity for the company to raise money 
by treating the great quantity of tailings 
lying at the battery. We believe samples of 
the tailings have been sent to Victoria, and 
treated by the Wheeler’s pans method, the 
result being that the samples sent averaged 
from 6 to 7dwts per ton. 

The good news from . the, Carrick Range is 
not confined to reefing, as we hear of several 
parties realising very handsome returns from 
sluicing claims— notably, Griffiths and party, 
whose claim is in proximity to the Persever- 
ance Co.'s ground. 

Many of the parties sluicing on the 
Bannockburn are washing up before the frost 
sets in. Those who have already cleaned up 
seem satisfied with the out-turn ; but we hear 
of no large yields. After paying a heavy 
price for the water, men are satisfied if the 
claims return fair wages. We may say the 
Bannockburn district appears to have a far 
better outlook than at tiiis season list year. 
Water can now be procured, and althoush 
there will be some stoppage during the frosty 
weather, parties can look forward to the 
spring with a certainty of being able to earn 
a comfortable subsistence.

A Goveffirfient inspection of the Cromwell 
Rifles took place on the evening of Wednes- 
day last — inclement weather prevented the 
muster being so good as it should have been. 
After inspection, Capt. Bprwn, commanding 
the District, presented the prizes won hy the 
Cromwell men in the District firing, (as also 
cup won by Volunteer Aitken on St. Patrick's 
Day) and took occasion to compliment the 
Company on the high position it n.ad attained 
in the competition in winning one-half the 
total prize-money as well as the District enp 
and officers’ medal. He also referred to the 
protest entered hy M B-attery, Queenstown, 
stating that it had received every considera- 
tien at his hands, but from his own personal 
knowledge of the conduct of firing by the 
Cromwell corps, and report of Capt. Jenkins 
on behalf of the Arrow Company, there were 
no grounds for sustaining the protest. He 
was aware that a good deal of feeling had 
been engendered hy reason of this protest, 
but he hoped it wonld all be forgotten and 
that the District Volunteers would work 
together in harmony, as therein lay thfiir 
strength. Besides, Queenstown Company 
was quite justified in protesting if they had 
reason to believe the proceedings were in any 
way nnfair. He (Capt. Brown) regretted he 
had not been able to present the other prizes 
in the District, so that he might have had 
opportunity to offer similar remarks to the 
other companies.

Bib>6‘TeBdiii|; in schools is still « vexed 
<qu6Btion, and will probably remain so. The 
Act 08 introduced ocntained a clause sanction- 
ing this proceeding os part of the school 
duties. The Assembly struck it out, and 
refused its re-«drais8ion upon an amendment 
of ^e OuBtxiil. It is difficult to dedne what 
is the general opinion upon the subject. In 
Otag^ reading it before school hours j in 
Wellington, an attempt to get a part of the 
richoeil hours ; in Canterbury, the following 
resolution was carried by 25 to 6 votes, viz., 
“That the Bible should be read without com- 
ment during school hours," with a provision 
that parents, &c,, may object to children 
attending while it is being so read. One 
opinion is, however, general— that the oohool- 
master should not be called upontoexplain the 
meaning of any of the portions read. Some 
have pone so far as to advocate “that the 
histoncalboolcBof the Bible should be included 
in the term ‘history,’ os ordered to be taught 
by the Education Act. These propositions 
always find supporters, and the committee 
elections are much influenced by these views. 
It will be some years ere the battle ceases to 
rage, and the Bible no longer be used 
as a kind of standard around which the 
contending parties attack or defend and rally 
their forces. At present that Book is an 
apple of discord in the system. Very little 
has been said at any of the meetings about 
the historical books used for teaching pur- 
poses, and it may be presumed that all 
concessions have been made that can be 
advantageously conceded. We are afraid 
that these are already too many, seeing that 
it is optional for children to attend the 
history class. The Kindergarten system of 
teaching has met with approval in Welling- 
ton and Christchurch, and in any amendment 
of the Education Act this system of teaching 
will he recognised. It was hardly mentioned 
in Dunedin, though both there and at Inver- 
cargill schools conducted upon that principle 
are established. In Canterbury the schools 
under that method have, so far, proved 
fluocessful, and like results are being obtained 
in Wellington. The question of holidays 
evoked tnoie or leas discussion, the opiiiion 
being that they are too numerous, and that 
the number of them to be granted should, in 
the first instance, be determined by the 
District Boatd, leaving to the local school 
Committees the special allotment of them. 
Some suoli change is absolutely necessary, 
for in some places one-fourth of the year- 
reckoning each week of attendance at five 
days— is taken up by these holidays. As a 
Matter of fact, they are too numerous. The 
division of an education district into electoral 
districts was advocated at the Canterbury 
conference, and a resolution in favor of a 
change in that direction carried. It was con- 
tended that members of the Board should be 
the representatives of localities— say, for 
example, of counties, or subdivisions of a 
county, these returning a member or mem- 
bers, according to population, number of 
schools, &c. It must be admitted by all 
that the present system of all school com- 
mittees voting does not act Well. For one 
thing, it destroys the interest that should 
surround each member of the District Board ; 
besides, members are not responsible to any 
particular body, nor do they represent any 
particular view. It is singular that none of 
these bodies paid attention to the important 
matter of an education tax, or the payment 
of school tees, It would be difficult to 
levy the latter of these in the face of com- 
pulsory attendance at schools, and a great 
change must take place in the opinion of 
the General Assembly before it will root up 
ihe system of free education. The grant- 
ing of reserves to high schools, and the 
transfer of buildings, glebes &o., has 
rendered any sweeping change almost im- 
possible. The system is, however, capable of 
amendment and improvement, but there is 
little likelihood of the present Act being 
repealed, and another course of action 
defined by a new measure. An educational 
tax may yet be levied. That is practicable, 
but then it would not imply free education. 
Another point passed over is the practical 
ignoring of a clause intended to benefit “out- 
lying districts,” where, from the scattered 
nature of tho population, it is not practicable 
to establish a public school. The 88th section 
of the Act in such cases allows “the Board 
to appoint itinerant teachers," or “to assist 
schools started by private enterprise.” This 
clause seems to be little known or understood 
In the quarters it was intended to benefit. 
We can readily understand that it is one 
that docs not rank high in the estimation of 
the school boards and inspectors of schools, 
but, nevertheless, it is a useful provision. 

We have now taken a bird's-eye view of 
the position, or the chief points of it. We 
have intentionally made no allusion to many 
matters that have been mooted, such as 
salaries of teachers, the syllabus, the line of 
demarcation of the teaching powers of the 
primary schools in reference to that of the 
high schnojs, and these again in reference tn 
preparations for a university edneation. It 
will be patent to our readers th.i.t to fully 
discuss any of the points referred to in this 
and a previous article, a series of articles 
dealing with the several subjeols mentioned 
is required. We do not think any com- 
mensurate benefit would arise if we were to 
set ourselves to the task of examining the 
pros and cons of each. This part of the 
matter is more stated for the wjlumns of a 
daily paper or for a fuller review in the 
pages of a magazine. At the same time this 
passing reference to the views held in several 
large centres, the which are possessed of large 
educational institutions, may prove useful 



in presenting to theoasual reader the inform- 
ation that he lu^ not himself be able- to 
directly obtain. The importance of canry- 
ing out a more perfected system of national 
education will we think be denied by none, 
and therefore any light that can be let in 
upon the subject or any information diffused 
connected therewith should prove of some 
value, however slight, ; .

The. ordinary meeting of the Cromwell 
Borough Council was held on Friday even- 
ing. Present— The Mayor, Crs Stuart, Olds, 
Goodger, Murrell, Behrens, and Pretsoh. 

Minutes of previous meeting having been 
read and confirmed, 

Correspondence, outward, was read and 
approved. It comprised letter to Mr E. 
Murrell, asking whether he was willing to 
forgo occupation of part of section 1, block 
27, on his improvements being submitted to 
valuation. — To the Minister of Justice, re- 
specting the condition of present cemetery 
trust, and the proclamation o! new cemetery 
reserve, also suggesting that the Borough 
Council be gazettSl as trustees of same.- To 
the County Chairman « road from Cromwell 
to the hospital, suggesting that the road be 
made by the County authorities without 
delay, and the question as to whether the 
Borough or the County is liable to be eub- 
mitted to the Government. [The Mayor 
explained that the' question of liability 
hinged on the position of the town belt — 
whether it should be included within the 
Borough hounds or In the County— which 
latter he (the Mayor) maintained.] 

A letter was read from Mr Murrell accept- 
ing the Council’s proposition to submit his 
property to valuation, and naming Mr G. 
Aitken to act on his behalf. 

(A ratepayer here asked whether the course 
the Council was adopting with regard to Mr 
Murrell was meant to apply as a general 
principle with all occupants of section 1, 
block 27 1 — The Mj^or replied that Mr 
Murrell’s was a special case, but no doubt- 
the Council would agree to deal with other 
occupants.) 

The Council then proceeded to deal with 
tenders for the formation and kerbing of 
footpath on south side of Melraore Terrace. 

Before opening tenders, Mr J. Dawkins, 
as a ratepayer, requested leave to make a 
remark, which was granted, MrDawkins then 
proceeded to direct the Council’s attention 
to past resolutions respecting Mr Murrell’s 
rent, but was ruled out of order. He then 
went on to say that the Council should pitch 
the main road above Mr Stuart’s before they 
went on with footpaths that were not so 
urgently required. 

Mr J, Scott then desired to speak on the 
subject of tenders, but the Mayor declined 
to hear him, and the Council resolved into 
Committee to consider and deal with tenders. 

On resuming, Committee recommended 
the acceptance of the tender by Messrs 
Pierce and Hayes, which was adopted, There 
were four tenders, at per chain, as follows ; — 
Pierce and Hayes, £6 10s ; M. Sharcoe, £6 
16s ; D. Cockburn, £6 7s ; L, Arthur, £9 
19s 6d, 

Before the meeting closed, Cr Fretsch re- 
ferred to the difldculty In getting ratepayers 
to fill the vacancies at the Council table. 
The continual advertising was expensive, and 
it must give people outside a very queer 
notion of the public spirit of the ratepayers. 
Was it not possible to reduce the Wards of 
the Borough, so that less than nine Coun- 
cillors would do J ' 

The Mayor referred to the Act, and read 
therefrom that there could not be less than 
three Wards in a divided borough, and in no 
case less than nine Councillors. He quite 
agreed with the remarks made by Cr 
Pretsch, but the law on the matter was very 
clear,

1 have been shown a parcel 
that could hardly be excelled in the most 
palmy days of the rush for size and number 
of the larger lumps, showing that the supply 
of the precious metal though it has fallen off 
is by no means exhausted. Amongst the 
larger cleanings-up, that from Grierson and 
party’s claim at Branch Creek, Cardrona, 
takes the first rank. 211oz. as the result of' 
six months work for four men is by no means 
to be despised, this averages about £7 per 
week per man. 

At the Maoetown reefs the busy season is 
drawing to a close, but. In a greater number 
of chainiB than in former years, preparations 
are now being made for wintering at the 
reefs, and continuing thework throughout the 
frosty season. The Main Lode Company at 
Advance Peak have made every preparation 
for a severe and protracted winter, at, as

level than tho works commenced near the 
peak some months ago. The Gladstone Co. 
expect to put about 100 tons of atone from 
their vertical reef through the mill before 
winter seta in, which, if they succeed in 
doing will give their reef a good trial. The 
Ladye Fayre is still driving on the reef, but 
owinjto the Maryborough battery beingfully 
occupied with stone from the Maryborough 
.and Gladstone mines, and the road to the 
Public Battery not being quite completed, 
cannot get any of thelA output tested in 
bulk this season.

In the humbler species of necess- 
aries something really surprising has also 
been achieved. Mr P. Butel is exhibiting 
two potatoes of regular and rounded shape, 
showing that they are not the result of an 
amalgamation of a number of small ones, 
weighing 4Jlb. They were grown on a 
piece of ground near Mr Butel's Arrow 
Flour Mills. The total crop is estimated to , 
reach a yield of not lees than 20 tons per i 
acre. Simillar accounts of extraordinary ! 
crops reach here from Cardrona, where single

The local paper generally 
records .these affairs, but did not notice this 
very distinct and rather lively one. 

Unwittingly the Mdil has been led to 
announce that quail ehooting commenced 
last Saturday. This is incorrect, the proper 
date for the slaughter of the innocents not 
commencing before the first of JuSe next. 
The matter is mentioned because it was 
thought by many eager sportsmen that a new 
proclamation had been issued changing dates. 
Some persons may unthinkingly accept the 
announcement and “pepper away’’ at the 
birds, and any contradletion that can be 
given may prove a timely warning. 

Yesterday another very large trout was 
found dead on the park beach. The cause of 
death is now very clear.- The fish attempt 
to ascend the town creek, but canfiot do so. 
]f they succeed in getting over the mud bar 
at the mouth of it, they are soon Stopped by 
the dam at Davies’ brewery. Into the race 
below this is emptied the washings of the 
beer casks, and as lime is used by all brewers 
for sweetening them, the water, tfo impreg- 
nated, flows again into the creek, To this 
has to be added the impurities cast into or 
drained Intoitin its passage through thetowii. 
Tho water is not therefore so pure as it ought 
to be, and the trout are thus met by a deadly 
foe. The loss being sustained is a public one, 
and the local society will no doubt move in 
the matter, and abate the evils as far as 
possible. 

The Library Committee held a meeting 
last week. They are about £130 in debt, and 
the mortgagee, or the person to whom the 
money is owing, is asking for payment. It 
was resolved to try and raise this money else- 
where at a rate of interest not exceeding lOt. 
It was also proposed by one sanguine mem- 
ber to apply to the CoOnty Council to take 
up the debt, but the proposition, though 
entertained, is not likely to result in any- 
thing favorable. A resolution was carried 
thanking the proprietor of The Cromwe-el 
AboUs for his kindnese in printing some 
cards for the use of the institution. These 
set forth that the library is open to tourists 
and others visiting the district on certain 
liberal terms. The cards are very tastefully 
done in gold and colors, and the eommittee 



was milob pleased With thUM— perhaps the 
More so because they are a free gift to the 
institution. i They have led to many visitors 
accepting tho conditions offered. • No' ibha 
has yet made the pFopositibn that the institu- 
tion be made a “public library" in actObditltitt 
with the Act passed Under that title. ' In the 
event of the vote of -the citikens being favor- 
able to that changC) the institution would be 
supported by. a small rate. Government con- 
tributions, as before, and by subscriptions. 
It may be that this " city ” is nOtof anfficient 
size or importance yet to aspire to a pliblic 
library, but if it iS to become, a '“groat 
inland centre" a movement in this direction 
will, one day or another, bU necessary. 

The County Coilnoil meet some day this 
month, having to hold a special etatutory 
meeting in accordance with section 134 of 
the Oounties'Act. At that iiieeting the qUesi 
tion of building a County hall will be dis- 
cussedk The proposal is catising some com- 
ment. Many of the ratepayers do not 
approve of the expenditure of So mnoH 
money (£1,600) in this direction. , These 
think that the Council should continue to 
tent from the Library Committee the fine 
room they now meet in, and for which they 
pay £30 per annum, The Attow ^ople also 
oppose this expenditure, so that alt^Bther 
a topic, if not a grievance, is "On the board.’’ 
It would be ridiculous to style it a .biirning 
question, but it affords a peg in these dull 
times upon which to hang a little aenSatiotial 
talk spicy with on Vy and all manner of in- 
sinuations. The Council paaCed a resoltitlmi 
that the Town Hall, or some other building, 
should be secured at a cost iiot exceeding 
£l,l00. Conditions were left to a sub-cdm= 
mittee, with power id act. Iri fact, they were 
left to do what they deemed best, and thUs 
reading the resolution, and attending to the 
instructions given at the last Council meeting) 
they have purchased a site, obtained plans

It is liOt beCUtise 
his constituents here are riot anxious tO irieet 
him, aS nearly every one who expresses Sri 
opinion Upon the matter Considers it highly 
necessatr that a time-honot-ed custom should 
be observed.

At Temuka last w^ek, a child about four 
yearn old, got hold of a box of matches, and 
sucked the phosphorous off the ends, poison- 
ing itself. This should be a caution to 
parents. * 

Oamaru is in clover ; it has got its 
£100,000 for extended harbor works, and 
£66,000 for the completion of its waterworks j 
and the Livingstone railway is to be pro- 
ceeded with. 

Owing to the prevalence of diphtheria at 
Hokitika, both week and Sunday echools 
have been closed. Dr Bakewell reports 
having seen ten cases in one day recently, 
A number of death have occurred. 

A late telegram from the Cape announces 
that the perpetrator of the extensive robbery 
of diamonds, out of the mail bags, has been 
arrested. He is said to be one of the officials 
connected with the department. i. 

The Victorian Government has received, a 
telegram from Mr Childers resigning his 
position as chairman of the Board of Advice 
and as agent for Victoria in London, owing 
to his acceptance of the Secretaryship of 
State for War in the new Ministry. 

A railway porter named Duffey, aged 65 
years, was accidentally killed last week on the 
railway at Addington, near Christchurch . 
His son, an engine-driver on the Oxford line, 
had dreamed that he saw the old man lying 
across the rails. 

Letters have been received in New South 
Wales confirming the cable news that the 
late Mr Challis left a will bequeathing 
£100,000 to the University of Sydney. Two 
lives will, however, intervene before the sum 
is available, viz., those of Mrs Challis and 
Mr Challis’ sister. 

Tn the course of an article on the Butler 
trial, the North Otago Times remarks that if 
Butler had been educated in the Victorian 
risons for the law, the bar would have 
een, in all human probability, enriched by 
a brilliant pleader and society spared the 
burden of a grievous criminal. 

A notification has been made by the New 
South Wales Government cancelling the re- 
ward offered for the capture of the Kellys at 
the end of three months, but continuing the 
pension for the wives and children of the men 
killed or injured in attempting the capture of 
the bushrangers. 

Mr Hislop, M.H.R., announces his resig- 
nation" in print. Although for some time it 
has been understood that this would take 
place, nothing definite has occurred regarding 
a successor. A rumor is current that Mr W,, 
L. Rees, of Napier, will conteat the seat. ' 

The KumaPa paper states that the Govem- 
mept has declined to gazette the :Mayor of 
Kumara as a’ Justice of the Peace upder the- 
Munioipal Corporations Act, 1876> on, tiie 
ground of the inoompatihility of the business 
position he Occupies with the duties of a 
magistrate. The mayor is a publican. 

In the Dunedin case of M. Tondut ». the 
New Zealand Insurance Company, in which 
the jury twice gave a. verdict for the plaintiff 
in the teeth of the Judge’s direction. Judge 
Harvey last week granted .a new trial, 
mulcting plaintiff in the costs of the two 
previous trials. 

The Tuapeka Times states that the Otago 
and Extended Company’s and .Messrs Hales’ 
and Hind’s claims. Blue Spur, washed up on 
Saturday for the fortnight. Making a rough 
calculation the Times says that the two claims 
mentioned yielded between 700 ounces and 
800 ounces of gold, or close upon £3000 in 
money value. 

The colonial article is steadily making way. 
Coal from the Nightcaps has been tried on 
the train from Invercargill to Clinton. The 
engine drew 150 tons, and steam was kept 
up with ease. There were no clinkers, and 
the coal answered splendidly. It can he de- 
livered into the railway trucks at 13a per 
ton. 

Freemasons in the colonies will be pleased 
to learn that his Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales has been unanimously re-elected 
Grand Master for the current year. At the 
same meeting a sum of £500 was granted 
towards the Duchess of Marlborough’s fund 
for the relief of the distress in Ireland. 

An instance of how dividends are some- 
times paid in insolvent eatates is thus given 
by the North Otago Times;— “ A firm in 
Oamaru proved in an insolvent estate some 
time ago, and after waiting patiently at last 
received the long expected dividend, which 
dividend amounted to the handsome sum of 
Is. A one shilling doty stamp had to be 
affixed to the proof of debt, and as the 
trustees were located in a town ontside 
Oamaru, a twopenny stamp waa required to 
carry the necessary form to its destination. 
In return for all this trouble the grim joke 
was perpetrated of remitting a cheque for the 
amount. To he able to turn this into coin of 
the realm another shilling was required, and 
twopence more to carry the receipt.” 

On' Friday, April 16th, a telephonic 
message was sent np from the Lyttelton 
Heads to the effect that something which ap- 
peared to be wreckage was visible about 16 
miles north-north-east of the Heads. The 
tug Lyttelton was despatched to see what the 
wreckage was. ' She returned at about seven 
o’clock, and reported that the supposed 
wreckage was' a dead whale about 80ft in 
length, ^ It was very much decomposed, and 
had the appearance of a vessel on its side, as 
it rose and fell on the water. It was found 
13 miles from the Heads. An immense 
number of sharks were round the carcase, 
la^e pieces of which had been eaten away by 
them. The effluvia arising from the carcase 
was reported as being abominable, 



GARDEN CALENDAR.

KiU'heti, Garden .' — Tliis is tlio first month 
of Winter, and it ia a favorable time for 
making any altcrationa contemplated, such as 
the foimiing and gravelling of patha, a?id the 
preparing for and planting of live fences, 
which succeed best when planted as early os 
the plants can be moved with safety. Plant 
thorn quicks six inches apart ; holly, twelve 
inches ; privet, sweetbriar, and broom, nine 
inches apart. Thorn quick hedge-rows that 
have made one year’s growth, if strong, 
should now be cut down close to th'e ground ; 
but if weak, this important operation should 
be deferred until after the second year’s 
growth is made. The cutting down of thorn 
quicks tends to thicken them at the root, and 
the growth for years after will be more 
vigorous than if they had only received a 
partial cutting. Plant rhubarb, asparagus, 
and sea kale in deep, rich, moist ground ; 
but make provision for the escape of stagnant 
water. Top-dress asparagus beds with short 
manure. Plant rhubarb, and apply manure 
to former plantings. Plant globe artichokes ; 
also cabbage and cauliflower. Sow peas, 
beans, and radish in sheltered places. Keep 
weeds down by every possible means. 

Fruit Garden , — Get ground in readiness 
for the planting of fruit trees and bushes. It 
is not advisable to bring up the subsoil to the 
surface by trenching, but it ought to be well 
loosened to the depth of two feet. Trees 
planted towards the end of this month will 
succeed better than those planted la'ter in 
the season. Prune when tlie trees and 
bushes have shed their leaves — not before. 
Plant strawberries and raspberry canes. 
Where it is intended to make new planta- 
tions of fruit trees, the ground should be dug 
and prepared for their reception at once. 
There is always a little root action at the 
time of the fall of the leaf, and trees planted 
at that time become established at once, and 
have a great advantage over those planted in 
spring. Another reason for early planting 
ia that the pick of all the best trees is then 
obtainable, which ia not at all times suffici- 
ently considered ; and as to position, stone 
fruits, as the peach, almond, cherry and 
plum, should have the driest and lightest 
soils, and the pear and apple, with cobbnuts 
and filberts, succeed on heavier soils. These 
remarks apply chiefly to variable or sloping 
situations, otherwise they do well when 
planted promiscuously. 

Flomr Garden . — This department will 
still be interesting. The chrysanthemum, 
which is one of the finest Autumn flowers we 
have, and which thrives amaeingly here, is 
now in bloom. If a little .attention be paid 
to arranging the plants as to height and 
color, giving thetn a sheltered border, no 
flower will be mpife attractive at this season.. ! 
Plant bulbs qf;-crocHa,, harcissu.?, shyqcinth, 
jonquil, tulip, &o. Gather and dry flower 
seeds. Choice trees and shurbs can now be 
transplanted with safety — such as the 
rhododendron, lauristinus, pyrus japonica, 
cypress, the laurel, cedar, and pine trees. 
There are many pretty native shrubs very 
ornamental when cultivated, and which are 
deserving of more attention than is generally 
bestowed on them. 



Incendiarism at Napier. 

There was great sensation in Napier, on 
April 26th, over the discovery that the 
corporation offices had been set on fire. It 
was found that' about a gallon of kerosene 
had been poured over the floor and table and 
the books kept by a clerk named Shaw, while 
some empty bottles which had contained 
kerosene were standing in a corner. It was 
beyond doubt the work of an incendiary, who 
was determined to bum the building down, 
for the cocoa-nut matting in the public room, 
as well as that in the Mayor’s office, was well 
soaked with oil. The fire was just discovered 
in time, and had evidently not been burning 
long. The police set to work to make 
inquiries, and found that it was the annual 
audit day, and the fact that a number of rate 
books and counter foils had been pulled 
down from a shelf, and, after the oil had 
been poured over them, ranged round Shaw’s 
books in open order, so that they would 
re.xdily burn, directed suspicions to him. He 
was in the office, and was niost active in 
suggesting theories to account for the fire, 
pointiiig out footmarks on a table below a 
window which nobody else could see. At 
last he seemed to become conscious that 
suspicion pointed to him, and at once he 
went to the Mayor and confessed that he had 
embezzled money, belonging to the corpora- 
tion, and had falsified the books to hide his 
defalcations, but he denies having set the 
place on fire. The police have since dis- 
covered that Shaw purchased kerosene in tlie 
buttles, wliich were found in the room, from 
Many and Co.’s on Saturday. Shaw ia 
well connected, and has hitherto borne a 
good name ; h'e was at one time a runholder 
in the country, but for several years past has 
been in the employ of the Corporation. 
About six months ago, he waa rate collector, 
and it is supposed that the defalcations have 
occurred since then. He states that ha has 
no idea how much he has embezzled, and it 
will take several days for the auditors to find 
it out, though several specific embezzlements 
have .alre.idy been discovered. Shaw has a 
wife and large family, and much sympathy is 
expressed for them, fie has never lived in 
a fast manner, and nothing occurred to rouse 
suspicion before the fire. The general belief 
is that he got gradu.ally into debt, and on 
being pressed by tradesmen took the money 
from the rates, and then altered the books to 
correspond with the amounts paid in. His 
salary was over £200 a year. 



The circumstances under which the two 
totalisators were seized at ,\uokland and two 
men connected with their working were 
arrested, are stated tobe as follows; — During 
the morning it was said that one of the 
totalisators had been tampered with, but in 
the afternoon the police were informed of 
great swindling in connection with one of 
these macliines. They were informed that 
in the St, George’s Handicap four tickets 
had , been taken and four members registered 
on the totalisator, that when the four people 
who put money on King Quail came to the 
totalisator for their money they found the 
numbers had been altered to fourteen. The 
proprietors of the machine offered them each 
one-fourteenth instead of one-fourth of the 
nett proceeds. The two operators are accused 
of having put the total up to 107 to make the 
numbers tally ; but the speculators were 
backed up by an indignant public, and would 
not have it, and there was a great row. The 
stewards were called and the police sent for. 
As Inapsotor Tardy was seen approaching, the 
totalisator proprietor offered to pay the four 
their fourth and proper share of the pool, 
which was £53. The alteration from four to 
fourteen would have left the institution the 
nice sum of £36 over and above the onm- 
miasion they, were entitled to. Inspector 
Pardy, Sergeant Mason, Detective Jeffrey, 
and other members of the force came up to 
the spot at double quick march, and sur- 
rounded the totalisator citadel and rushed it. 
On entering, Mr Felton waa found engaged 
inside fulfilling the duties of clerk, and with 
Messrs Richards and Corbett, he was at once 
arrested, together with the instruments, 
tickets, stamps, and appendages necessary to 
the. . true and faithful distribution to the 
public of tickets on their totalisator. There 
was also a bag of money seized. Amidst 
great tumult they were incarcerated in the 
lock-up. After the selling race another total- 
isator storm arose, Mr Adams was alleged to 
have added two to his number. The police 
made another raid, and took possession of 
the instrument and its manager. This caused 
a fresh storm of indignation in the public 
mind. 



Rough on Captain Barry.- 

When the redonbt.sble and veracious “Captain” 
Barry shall enrich England literature by the 
publication of the second edition of his experience 
of colonial life, no doubt gratitude will prompt 
him; to add a chapter laudatory of the New 
Zealand Government, and of the Agent-General 
Sir Julius Vogel. Thanks to the munificence of 
the late people's Government the “ Captain,” at 
the cost of the county, had the pleasure of a free 
trip to England, it being understood that for the 
qtic of the Govermpent the Captain was to give 
a quid in the form of a few iertnres on New 
Zealand as a field for immigration These he 
appears to have delivered, but there can be no 
doubt that, instead of conferring any benefit on 
those whose money he was spending the opposite 
was the case, as bis ignoriint and exaggerated 
statements must have brought down the con- 
tempt of his audience, not only upon himself, 
but also on those through whose instrumentality 
the opportunity was afforded him of misrepre- 
senting New Zealand, and its inhabitants. Had 
the Captain remained in England, we should not 
now have referred to him, but we must protest 
against the money of the taxpayers being mis- 
applied in aeouring him a free passage back to 
the colony. But this was not all. The Agent- 
General generously supplied the Captain with 
L8 pocket money, so that he should not be short 
of cash on his return to “Duneding.” The 
present Government seems to think that this 
money could have been better spent, and accord- 
ingly issued instructions to one of its officers in 
Dunedin to interview the Captain and collect the 
L8. Of course it is unnecessary to say that 
“ the true type of the returned colonist ” did not 
comply with the request, but instead of the 
money gave his promissory note — which who 
can doubt will be duly honored- — for the amount. 
The Captain lectures to-night, and we suggest 
that there should be an immense attendance of 
appreciative colonists, so that the receipts may 
be paid into the Treasury, and restitution made 
tor the money which some persona think has 
been wasted upon the proUqA of the Maeandiew- 
cum-Grey Government . — Morning Herald. 



Attempts on the Life of the Czar. 



The following is a chronological statement of 
the various preceding attempts to assassinate the 
present autocrat of Russia ; — 

180G : April 16.— Karakozow attempted to 
assassinate the present Czar, as the latter was 
entering bis carriage at St Petersburg. The 
pistol was turned aside by a workman, who 'was 
afterwards ennobled for the act. After a long 
investigation into the origin of the plot, 
Karakozow was executed on September 15th in 
the same year. 

1867 ! July 6. — A second attempt on the Czar’s 
life was made in Paris by lierezowski, a young 
Pole, about 20 years of age. Upon th.at occasion 
the Czar, with N.apoleon III., was returning 
from a readow, and while the carriage was iu the 
Eois de Boulogne, Berezowski rushed forward 
and fired a pistol, which, however, being over- 
loaded, burst, and the young man’s hand waa 
carried aw.ay by the e.\plo3iou. Berezowski then 
fell down crying, “ Long live Poland !” Both 
Emperors escaped unhurt, 

1870 : April 14 — Whilst the Czar wa.s walking 
near the Gener.al Staff Office, St, Petersburg” 
a man named Ivan Soloknff fired four shots at 
His M.aj'esty, who, however, escaped unhurt. 
The perpetrator of the attempt was immediately 
arrested. He w.is emplovcd in a provincial 
branch of the Ministry of Finance. 

1679: Dec. 1. — Mine sprung upon a bagg.age 
train, mistaken for the train convoying the 
Imperial party, on the outskirts of Moscow.
